Because of the success of 
Von Tromp, also out of Barbelle, 
his owner, Lord Eglington agreed to 
pay their breeder 1,000 guineas for 
every well-formed yearling out of 
the mare. He got Flying Dutchman 
at that price—one of the great bar- 
gains of the Turf. 


Today Flying Dutchman is remeni- 
bered because of the new male line 
that has recently been brought to this 
country—that of Tourbillon through 
his sons “Goya II and *Adaris. 


Flying Dutchman won five races as 
a 2-year-old in as many starts.

A Slight Case of Omission:

LOUISVILLE 

The 77th Kentucky Derby proved sev- 
eral things. The least likely to be disputed 
is that when 20 horses run for a $100,000 
purse, one of them has got to win it. 
Another is that there is only one way to 
tell if a horse can run a mile and a quar- 
ter. and that is to race him at that dis- 
tance. Probably a third is that it does 
not necessarily damage a horse to keep 
him in California a year. 

This tourist. who is occasionally a 
chattel of the Columbia’ Broadcasting 
System, manipulated two radio programs 
reviewing the prospects for the Derby. 
interviewing approximately 15 men who. 
{ thought. were the most qualified observers 
in the press-box at Churchill Downs. Some 
liked this and liked that. but I 
leave you to guess what horse was never 
mentioned on either broadcast. [ do sot 
mean merely that nobody picked Count 
Turf in the first three: IT mean that no one 
so much as suggested that he was in the 
race and might get in somebody's way. 
Perhaps. lest it be considered that I am 
criticizing some of my colleagues. | should 
admit that my own opinion favored Mame- 
luke. which finished last: Counterpoint. 
which wound up I1th: and Fanfare. which: 
was fifth. This was about as close as most 


some 


of us got. though a few did give Ruhe 
(pronounced Roo) a position, and he justi- 
fied this by being third. 

That Count Turf did not permanently 
enrich such persons as liked his chances 
was due to the fortunes of war. He was 
in the pari-mutuel field with four other 
horses. and if the five had been racing only 
against each other, he would probably 
have been the fourth choice. So he paid 
$31.20. instead of maybe $100 or more. 
However. I should mention that no one I 
saw who had a ticket on the field admitted 
that anything except Count Turf ine 
fluenced his choice. 


ESTIMATE. How good Count Turf may 
be is not a very clear matter even now.

This outeropping of classic ability had 
begun with Reigh Count. His sire. *Sun- 
reigh, had raced briefly and unsuecessful- 
ly at two. and at three had developed an 
abscess in the head which prevented his 
further training. He was kept at the Vir- 
vinia stud of the late Willis Sharpe Kil- 
mer and bred to a few mares. since he was 
a full brother to the noted racer and sire 
*Sun Briar. which was the principal fae- 
tor in Mr. Kilmer’s success as a breeder, 
*Sun Briar got many very good horses. 
but Reigh Count. *Sunreigh’s one claim 
to fame. was better than any of them. 

Probably from his dam. a daughter of 
the Goodwood Cup winner Count Schom- 
berg. Reigh Count inherited the stamina 
which set him at the head of a great crop. 
(Sun Beau. *Sun Briar’s best staying son. 
was also a foal of 1925.) The stamina he 
passed on to his son Count Fleet. which 
gained an additional measure of speed 
from his dam and her immediate ancestors. 

If you ask John D. Hertz how he hap- 
pened to buy Reigh Count from W. S. Kil- 
mer, he will explain that, one day at Sara- 
toga. another horse was getting the better

of him in the homestretch and Reigh Count 
backed his ears and tried to bite a piece 
out of the other horse’s neck. This fighting 
spirit reeommended the colt to Mr. Hertz. 
who knew. from his experience with pro- 
fessional fighters and race horses. how im- 
portant courage and tenacity are. Bought 
for $12.500. Reigh Count gained distine- 
tion as the best of his time in the United 
States and as a d-year-old finished second 
in the Ascot Gold Cup. 

Leaving aside Reigh Count and Count 
Fleet. the pedigree of Count Turf does not 
suggest the stamina necessary for the hard- 
running mile and a quarter of the Ken- 
tucky Derby. His dam. a modest: winner, 
had produced four moderate winners be- 
fore him. but nothing to suggest the im- 
minence of a Kentucky Derby victory. Her 
sire, Pompey. was a genuinely good racer 
and sire (and broodmare sire), but he and 
his best offspring tended to get their best 
running done in the first nine furlongs. 

Charming Note, the second dam_ of 
Count Turf. was unraced, with only a fair

record as a producer, and was by the out- 
and-out) speed horse *Polymelian. The 
principal sources of stamina in the bottom 
part of the pedigree appear to be Cleo- 
patra. Pompey’s high-class dam. and Al- 
cantara Il. winner of the Prix du Jockey 
Club and other French classics. 

The closest inbreeding in the pedigree 
is through the brothers *Sunreigh and 
*Sun Briar. which were sons of Sundridge 
and *Sweet Briar IL, the latter a daughter 
of St. Frusquin. *Sweet Briar TH was un- 
raced. but Sundridge was a noted sprinter. 
very good at six furlongs but quite out of 
place at the classic distances.

Count Turf’s easy victory in the Kentucky 
Derby sets him. for the moment at least. 
at the head of his class and indicates that 
from the varied possibilities of his ances- 
try he has received a fortunate combina- 
tion of factors for speed and for distance 
as well. 

Count Turf. as is recorded elsewhere. 
was foaled at Mrs. Hertz’s Stoner Creek 
Stud. Paris. Ky.. where Count Fleet was 
foaled and now stands. and where Reigh 
Count stood in the latter years of his life. 
until his death in April. 1948. The 195] 
Derby winner was bred by the California 
chest: specialist, Dr. Frank Porter Miller, 
who likes to breed his mares to top. stal- 
lions in Kentucky. ship the weanlings to 


COUNT FLEET, the 19143 Derby winner. 
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California. and send them back across the 
country to be sold as yearlings at Saratoga. 
Count Turf. bought by his present owner. 
J. J. Amiel. at Saratoga in 1949 for $3,700, 
was the cheapest of 16 yearlings by Count 
Fleet which passed through various auc- 
tion rings that year. 

Delmarie. dam of Count Turf. also has 
a history which combines California and 
Saratoga. Sold by the estate of Admiral 
Cary T. Grayson at the yearling sales of 
1938. she was knocked down at $700 to 
the bid of Frank Orsatti. who set his pur- 
chases down in the name of Fairview 
Farms. Orsatti had hit upon the plan of 
buving vearlings in the East. shipping

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THE 77th KENTUCKY DERBY 


Stir Well_And Don’t Leave Out Count Turf 


The 77th Kentucky Derby was euphe- 
mistically described beforehand as a 
“wide-open” contest. This evasive device. 
which seemed to promise everything but 
really offered nothing buoyant for a serious 
horse player to cling to, was adopted by a 
horde of experts who had searched vainly 
for a limb to crawl out on. 

Not being an expert myself, I had no 
reputation to maintain, on or off a limb, 
and to various petitioners | gave an assort- 
ment of probable winners, reserving for 
my private use an amalgam made up of 
parts of the whole, from which to fashion 
a solid horse. 

My crisp and separate pronouncements 
composed a homogenous slab of self-rising 
Derby winner with the following ingredi- 
ents. put together like one of those assem- 
bled automobiles of a decade or two ago: 

The C. V. Whitney entry of Mameluke 
and Counterpoint. Mameluke for the way 
he slid into home plate in a division of the 
Blue Grass Stakes while the others were 
looking to see if he had gone thisaway or 
thataway. Counterpoint for the way he 
had run against older horses in the Ben 
Ali Handicap. (Oh. Keeneland!) With a 
dash of Trainer Sylvester Veitch for good 
measure. 

The Greentree Stable entry of Big 
Stretch and Hall of Fame. Because of the 
way Big Stretch had knocked “em off in 
the Breeders’ Futurity fal. and Hall 
of Fame because Ted Atkinson had picked 
him to ride. Maybe he knew something. 
\lso because of Doug Dodson. and Trainer 
John Gaver. who had won with Shut Out 
and consequently knew the formula. All 


you need is one horse. This year he

Fantare because vou can’t trust) Ben 


Jones. Hell beat vou even if he likes vou.

The attendance was estimated at 100.000. 
which is a good. round. gratifying figure. 
Total betting was a record $3,675.542; it 
was the third time it had exceeded $3,600.- 
000. Betting on the Derby alone was 
$1.294.474. of which about $243,000 was 
sent into the machines through the special 
windows that were opened early in’ the 
day. The Derby total was a new record. 


The crowd flowed early into the infield. 
One of the pitchmen was selling periscopes 
to those who hadn’t brought a ladder, a 
camp chair, or a box to stand on. “T 
bought one of those one time,” related an 
infielder, “and when I raised it, all I 
could see were more periscopes.”

Calif.. for $150 less than 
she had cost at Saratoga. 

The Saratoga thread runs still further. 
The third dam. *Alburn. was bred in 
France by Delbert Reiff and sold at Sara- 
toga as a yearling in 1916. going to Joseph 
KE. Widener for $2.000. She raced unplaced 
in seven starts at three. later produced a 
fair stakes winner in Swope. by Fair Play. 
The fourth dam. Face a Main, ran only 
twice. finishing third and fourth in good 
company. In her second start she was 
fourth behind the excellent race mare 
Rose de Mai. The American jockey Win- 
nie O’Connor rode her in both starts. 

It was an unusual feature of the 1951 
Kentucky Derby that the first four at the 
finish were all ebtained from the yearling 
auctions by their present owners. Count 
Turf. at $3.700. came from Saratoga. Sam 
E. Wilson. Jr.. got Royal Mustang from 
the Keeneland Summer Sales for $12.000. 
Mrs. Emil Denemark obtained Ruhe at the 
same sales for $8.500. W. C. Martin spent 
only $1.500 for Phil D. at the Keeneland
